—The so u rce o f g lare in nig ht 
driv ing is the co ntrast between 
the headlig hts o f o nco ming cars 
and the darker su rro u nding s. The 
Use o f tinted lenses o r windshields 
flo es no t redu ce the co ntrast bu t 
redu ces the intensity o f illu mina­ 
tio n fro m bo th the headlig hts and 
the su rro u nding s, thereby impair­ 
ing v isio n. 


—There is no scientific ev idence 
!o su ppo rt any claim that the u se 
o f tinted lenses o r windshields im­ 
pro v es nig ht v isio n. 


There are abo ut as many 
theo ries o n ho w to liv e to be 
1 00 as there are peo ple who 
hav e reached the c e n t u r y 
mark, acco rding to an article 
in the mag azine, published by 
the American Medical Asso cia­ 
tio n.

Charles 
D e c ke r o f Marcellu s, Mich., 
credited his lo ng ev ity to the fact 
that he neither drank no r smo ked.

dez, the Mex ican who died in 
1 903 at the reputed ag e o f 1 3 3 , 
alway s maintained that he had 
nev er been ill and had drunk 
tequila ev ery day . 


A mo re scientific o pinio n has 
been o ffered by Dr. Ro bert J. 
Samp o f the Univ ersity o f Wis­ 
co nsin o n the basis o f a su rv ey 
o f 29,000 Americans who made it 
to ag e 100. Dr. Samp co nclu ded 
that “all o f them seemed to hav e 
ado pted the po licy o f ‘Why fig ht? 
Why no t ro ll with the pu nch?’ ” 
In additio n to mo deratio n, he 
said, a perso n’s fu tu re life and 
leng th depends o n su ch thing s 
and co mpeting w’ith the Jo neses 
and the bo ss, and o n env iro nment 
and heredity .

Paris reco g nizes—to rev ise the 
Charter o f the United Natio ns. 
Since Co mmunist China is no t a 
U.N. member De Gaulle’s pro ­ 
po sal 
was quickly chilled in 
Washing to n. 
Jo hnso n, who se news co nfer­ 
ence nearly co incided with the 
o ne g o ing o n in Paris, quickly 
put fo rth the U.S. v iew. The 
tro uble with the United Natio ns 
was no t the Charter, said Jo hn­ 
so n, but was due “to tho se co un­ 


tries which v io lated either the 
spirit o r the letter o f the Char­ 
ter.” Jo hnso n added, ho wev er, 
that he wo uld be g lad to “ re­ 
spect any rev iew, any o bserv a­ 
tio ns the g eneral has made and 
g iv e due co nsideratio n in due 
time.”

Clue From 19 43 Meet 


The Republican party ’s broad policy conference at Mackinac 
Island in 1943 may have some significant guidelines for GOP 
leaders who question the practicality of such a parley today . 
Barry Goidwater wonders how it can fairly be decided who 
should attend a party -wide meeting. And he doubts any thing 
it would agree upon would supersede the 1964 party platform as 
a general policy declaration. 
Ray Bliss of Ohio, newly elected, indicates he will have to 
be satisfied of the prospect of concrete accomplishment before 
he will commit himself to a “ leadership” conference. 
Meantime, the 17 Republican governors, led by Gov. Robert 
Smvlie of Idaho, are on record as favoring a meeting. They can 
hardly be heartened by ex pressions which stress how difficult 
It is even to pick representative conferees. 
The Mackinac Conference In 1943 is Instructive. It grew out 
of informal discussions among party leaders, led by the then 
national chairman, Harrison Spangler, over a five-month span. 
By June 1 of that y ear its formation was announced. 
Its not too unwieldly membership of 50 included all 24 Re­ 
publican governors, 12 U.S. House members, nine top party 
officials (six of them National Committee members), five U.S. 
senators. 
GOP congressional leaders helped choose the senators and 
congressmen for service on what came to be called the Repub­ 
lican Postwar Advisory Council. 
The task of selection appears from the record to have 
created no great stir. Those chosen reflected great diversity in 
outlook. 
The council’* make-up bears strong resemblance to the al­ 
ready established Dirksen-Ford Republican Co-ordinating Com­ 
mittee In 1965—with two notable ex ceptions. 
The present group would Include just five of the 17 GOP 
governors, while In 1943 all 24 were put on. Tills time there 
would be just one national committeeman, the national chair­ 
man, though after protests this arrangement would include the 
five living Republican presidential nominees. 
Obv io u sly , witho u t mu ch o f a WTen ch this gro u p co u ld be 
converted In to a lead ership co n feren ce o n the Mackin ac p at­ 
tern. Only tho se who wan t lo cal, co u n ty an d mo re state rep re­ 
sen tatio n wo u ld then be u n hap p y . 
The Mackinac meeting is a useful study also for those poli­ 
ticians who think all party -wide affairs inevitably wind up pump­ 
ing out a lot of Inflated generalities signify ing nothing. 
After the Mackinac sessions in September, eight permanent 
committees dug in for nine months of hard work on a variety 
of ex haustive reports beamed directly at the 1944 GOP platform 
committee. 
These reports did, In fact, form the foundation of the plat­ 
form. The foreign policy recommendations, from a group headed 
by the late Sen. Arthur Vandenberg of Michigan were the high­ 
light of an otherwise dull 1944 national convention at Chicago. 
TTiese proposals echoed a foreign policy declaration issued 
at the time of Mackinac, which put the party ’s weight behind 
the idea of international peace-keeping machinery (a United 
Nations). 
History ’s verdict Is that this declaration was of major im­ 
portance in assuring overwhelming support for 1943 congres­ 
sional resolutions calling for a postwar U N. to help keep the 
peace. 
The House vote was 360 to 29. the Senate tally 85 to 5 at a 
time when an isolationist-minded GOP had 38 senators and more 
than 200 representatives. 
In the light of all that followed, the two September day s at 
Mackinac island hardly seem to have been a waste of time.

Questions.and Answers 


Q. I would like to put in my 
claim for social security but I 
don’t want my employ er to know 
about it. Can I get my pay ment 
without my employ er knowing? 


A. Yes, y ou certainly can. When 
y ou make y our claim, we will 
ask y ou if we may get in touch 
with y our employ er about y our 
wages for this y ear. If y ou do not 
want us to, we will not. 


Q. I plan on retiring at the end 
of May on my 65th birthday . I 
will make my home in Arizona. 
Would it be advisable for me to 
file for social security benefits 
here or should I wait until I am 
settled in Arizona? 
A. In view of the fact that y ou 
have definitely decided to retire, 
y ou should file for benefits now 
and notify the Social Security Ad­ 
ministration when y ou actually 
change addresses. 
A. I operate a small insurance 
agency . I have hired my wife in 
the agency to work as a ty pist on 
a part-time basis. Is it necessary 
to withhold social security tax 
from her wages? 
A- No, asesuming it is a single 
proprietorship. Work 
performed 
by a wife for her husband is not 
covered. Consequently , no tax 
need be withheld or reported for 
social security purposes.

Just rem em ber that bowling is
